19, 1870,
Quite Too Complimentary.

The misfortune of belng too complimentary is
illustrated In the diseatisfaction which Mr.
Wells, Commissioner of the Emigration Depart-
ment, Castle Garden, has glven to Mr. Richard
O'Gorman, President of the Commission of Emi-
gration. Mr. Wells went to Wallack's Theatre,
and saw Mr. Emmet perform there the part of
“Fritz” in Our Cousin German. Thereupon
Mr. Wells wrote to his frlend Mr. Gayler, the
dramatic ecarpenter who glued the play
together, a note which highly pralsed Mr. Em-
met's performance, and which expressed the
pralse in exceedingly unique syntax. Mr. Gayler
affirms that this note was written in simple good-
neas of beart (1t was searcely written in goodness
of grammar), and that Mr. Wells had no idea
that Mr. Gayler intended to use it as a public
advertisement, However, Mr. Gayler did *‘that
same,"” He printed the note as a theatrical
advertisement in all the newspapers, and con-
gratulated bhimself upon having performed an
exceedinglv business-like fent. A certain Sun-
day newapaper, however, who# dramatic editor
probably pretends to write better English than
most theatrical erities, pounced wupon Mr.
Wella' published note and mercllessly eriticized
the terms in which it was conched. This pro-
ceeding evoked an excited visit from Mr. Gay-
ler,who said, with feeling, that he was supremely
indifferent to whatever the newspapers saw fit |
to say about his play, but that he thought it was
a shabby affair to criticize in public a private
note written by one gentleman to another. And |
Mr. Gayler would have been probably right
tut for a trillng incongrnity, which wasa
that, by publishing Mr. Wells' note, he not only
hnd made it cease to be private, but had implied
also that he published it with Mr, Wells' con- |
@ent, since it is lncredible that one gentleman
would publish a private note written to him by
another gentleman, without having first ob-
tained that other gentleman's comsent. How-
ever, it gecms that the publication of Mr, Wells'

innecent and awkward little note threatens to
be productive of worse consequences to him
than those implied in a passing newspaper criti-
ciem. Mr. O'Gorman s sald to bave, in strong
terms, denounced to the Board Mr. Wells' com-
munication, and the matter has been referred to
the Ward's [sland Committec for it to decide
whether the writing of such a note does not
warrant Mr. Wells' dismiszal from oflice. If
this report be strictly true, It is M. O'Gorman
and not Mr. Wells who is placed in a ridiculons
light. The question is altogether too trivial to
deserye such promineney. Mr, Wells probably
wrote the note inconsiderately, and therefore
worded it rather awkwardly: but at least he
wrote it out of pure good nature, and simply to |
oblige hiz friend Gayler. On the other hand,
Gavler and Ummet (are we not all wur-rums,
with an eve to business #) were intent on using
every law{vl means to render the season sue-
cessful. Hence the publication of the letter, and
all the subseguent seandal.

sidewnlk Speculntion Agaln.

For the present the sidewalk speculators are
tvefeated. In deciding the question which they
and the managers have been fighting overa
great deal of niceness is required. That the
ticket-speculators are a pulsance no one will
aeny, except perhaps those rare beings who
alwaye neulect to secure seats and do not object
to pay two or three times the price that is asked |
for them at the box-oflice. Neither is it to be |
denied that, during the first three nights of the |
present sea-on. they behaved =0 outrageounsly as |
to forfeit all the sympathy that the public might
otherwise have felt for them. They made our |
country cousins their peculiar prey, nnd when
the wretched dupes returned to the sidewalk
boiling with rage over (heir unsoccessful
attempts to pass the ticket-tuker, lhe specula-
tors gloated over them,and advised them tosue the |
theatre as the only means of obtaining satisfac-
tion. On theother hand It is well known that
in former days some of the theatres used to em-
ploy just such men as these for the express
purpose of selling tickets on the sidewalk and
at the entrance to the theatre. The object, of
course, was to put a factitious value upon |
the seats and to create a factitious interest in
the performance. Atihat time, however, Booth's
Theatre was not in existence, and Niblo's was
in hands difterent from those in which It now is,
It is possible, therefore, that the proprietors of
neither of these places have ever abetted the
practice which they are now seeking to destroy. |
In favor of the ticket-speculators it may like-
wise be urged that a man has a right to do what
he pleases with a ticket which he has paid for,
even to scll it in public on the sidewalk If he is
so disposed. These and various other points
will have to be welghed ond decided
when the question shall come before - court.
Meanwhile publie sympathy goes with the
theatrical managers. The anneyance of being |
obliged to apply at the box-office at an early |
hour and at an early date in orderto secure
good seats is compensated for by the feeling of |
security and perfect satisfaction which such an
arrangement gives, and an appreciation of this
fact may be quite sufficient to destroy, atleast
for the time, the business of sidewalk ticket-
speculation.

are intended to serve his turn instead of the pro-
ceases of reasoning. The system of fines Is
severe, and {8 rigorously adhered to.

Panis, Aug. 20—-Noon,—Nothing has yet been
received from the front. There are rumors of
an epgagement between Marshal Canrobert and
Prince Frederick Charles; also that the Prince
Royal has penetrated France as far as Vitry le
Francais, nineteen miles southeast of Chalons,
and had an angagement with the forces under
Marshal MacMahon.

Condition of Affniry nt Chnlons,

Advices from Chalons are encouraging and
ahow the presence there of a large and well-
appointed force, which, combining with that of
Marshal Bazaine, must effect much. Marshal
Bazuine, whose retreat the Prussians say they
have stopped, is, on the contrary, in a position
enabling him to support the Freneh either at
Metz or Verdun, according to circumstances,
He still keeps his plans and movements pro-
foundly secret.

The Heanisltlons on the French People,

The **Faulvis" publishes a letter from Lune-
ville to-day, relating te excessive requisitions on
the French by the army of the Prince Royal.
Demands beyond the power of the inhabitants to
meet are harshly insisted upon, and many need-
1ess acls arve vonmilted, such as the people will
take deadly revenge for should the Prussians be
forced to retreat.

Movements of the Emperor,

Panis, Aug. 20.—The Presse tg.dny has the
following relative to the movements of the Bm-
peror:—Since the Emperor left Metz on the
14th, he and his suite have traversed all the vil-
lages where combats have taken place sluce the
pattles around Metz began. He was at Longue-
ville on the 14th and Gravelotte on the 15th,
In the latter neighborhood the Prusgians were
hidden at several points, and the Emperor had
barely pnssed through when sharp fighting
commenced. Several French regiments had to
be detailed to protect him on his way.

The next day we passed through Conflans,
breakfasted at Etain, and elept at Verdun. Ouly
a few moments after he left Etain the Prussian
etat-major breakfusted at the same place. On
his way from Verdun to Chalons the Emperor
passed in plain view of the ememy’s pickets. To-
day he is at Rbeims.
